Regarding Claim 1 , the closest prior art of record, Kuras differs as the second 
plurality splice pates 18 are not electrically conductive (Kuras's element 18 is electrically 
isolating frame member 12 made of Aluminum and skin panels 14). This limitation, in 
combination with the other recited elements, is not disclosed by the Prior Art of record, 
and therefore, allowable. Claims 2 and 5-8 depend on Claim 1 . 

Claim 9 is a method claim corresponding to the apparatus of Claim 1 , therefore, 
allowable for the same reasons as for Claim 1 recited above. Claims 10 and 13-16 
depend on Claim 9. 

Claims 18-24 are allowed previously.
